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HAKLE MN CLOM NG DAY. 

Chicagoans have become so used to being 
taken unawares that when “the boat is off’’ 
sounded down the line, following the announce- 
ment that yesterday would see the close of the 
season’s racing at Harlem, scarcely a word of 
dissatisfaction was heard. 

Col. M. Lewis Clark declared off bets on the 
first race because George Lee was to carry 95 
instead of 93 pounds, as posted. 

George Lee’s price in the second book was 
always 4 to 1; in the first book h« had been at a 
shorter price. Vice Regal and Hampden made 
the running and up the backstretch Sunburst 
(who left the post in the rear) and Double 
Dummy were close up. On the far turn George 
Lee came from the rear and always on the ex- 
treme outside while the others hugged the rails 
he found them anchored at the last sixteenth 
and galloping on won as he pleased from Vice 
Regal, second, Double Dummy, thi'd. Sunburst 
and Hampden being lapped on the latter; the 
others beaten off. Pitfall was up at the six- 
teenth “absolutely.” 

The sun came out as the horses left the pad- 
dock for the second race and thereafter the 
afternoon was bright. Judge Wofford was a 
pronounced fav« rite, but Facade was also 
baekefl down and Rio Chico, scratched from 
the handicap, received strong support. The 
last named colt led from the start to the last 
eighth, then Judge Woff< rd headed him and as 
Sink’s colt quit the race seemed over. At the 
betting ring, however. Facade was on the lead- 
er’s saddle and McNickle sitting still, while J. 
Reiff on the favorite floundered all over his 
horse. Close to the wire the posit ons were 
changed, Judge Wofford swerving and so los- 
ing the race to Facade. Rio Chico, third, beat 
the others off. Charlo was second to the mid- 
dle of the upper turn. 

For the handicap “even money the field” was 
posted fii St of all, an unusual way of opening 
the betting. Surely, M ntgomery carried 
enough weight as although his allotment was 
two rounds below the scale, he was giving Billy 
Mason twenty-five pounds. High T st seventeen 
and O’Connell four Bouey Bo>, however, gave 
the favorite six pounds, but notwithstanding 
this was second choice in the betting. At the 
fourth attempt a good start was effected. Mont- 
gomery went out as if carrying a feather and 
plowing through the mud with tremendous 
power he won the race by ten lengths pulling 
up. O’C^onuell was second half way home, 
when Boney Boy came n and beat him easily. 
The others were never in it. 

The last fixture <»f the local racing year was 
“The Cicero,” $1,000 added, a selling stake for 
all ages at the distance of ( ne mile. It was 
worth I o the winner $1,?30, to the second $200, 
to tbf- thiro$l(0. F« und, running in the nam? 
and colors • f Dor» Schneider, was the <*pening 
favorite at 7 to f,, Boanerges standing at 9 to 5, 
Dunois at 5 to 1, Dr. Sheppard Iti to 1, as also 
David Teuny. Boanerges went to the post the 
favorite at 7 to 5, Found having backed 
up to 2 to 1. The lady owner of the latter is 
said to be a sU p deughter of John Huffman. 
It didn’t 'ook reas<*nable that in such putt' -like 
going a filly could hold her own with entire 
hiirses, and Found, «fter staying in company 
with Dr. Sheppard for five-eighths of a mile, 
quit to nothing and finished pulled up with 
David Tenny, who was last all the way. Boa- 
nerges had gone to the front at flag fall and he 
led the entire j* urney, winnii g pulled to a 
walk by twenty leitgths fr m Dr Sheppard, 
who was always second, although Dun is had 
him driving fr< m the entry to the straight. 
•The horses ran Indian file up the backstretch, 
an open length s» i>arating all. Patsy Freeman, 
a new arrival, rode Dr. Sheppard. 

Elidad, having opened at 8 to 5 and advanced 
to 2 to 1, Colonel Clark substituted Jockey 
Holden for H(*thersaJl. The betting, however, 
rrmaine unchanged. Great Bend, carrying a 
penalty of five pounds for winning Friday, was 
backen fn ni 11 to 10 down to even money, while 
the others were practically negle- ted Plantain 
went to the turn in the lead. Ei^a Rice second. 
Great Bend third. At the half mile ground 
Elidad took r ommand, and, hdlowed by Great 
Bend, the leaders < pened five lengths into the 
homestretch on the others. Eva Rice had 
fa len away long before and Plautein had shot 
his holt Nobody thought * f A1 Fre-co. The 
great crowd “pulled” and “squeezed” for 
one or the other of the struggling racers, 
bnt Elidad. although hard pressed, held 
Great Bend safe, and the grandstand rang 
with pr-iise of ('olonel Clark, as its « ccupants 
alwaxs “yet down” when the Kentucky Colonel 
chang s joci- eys Ana surely at the belting ring 
Elidwd wa- winning. Bnt now, as the lead- rs 
cam - .down on the outside and were just mov- 
ing. on c me a horse galloping strongly in the 
middle of the course, and on ookers could not 
believe their senses, as with “b e«d turned to 
dough” the backers of the favorites saw ■ he un- 
known canter past the post, a winner by sev- 
eral leng hs This horse was Ai Fresco, a good 
c< It in the spring and lately rested up. His 
win was a “da ling” for the bookies. 

The “b ow off handicap” was won by News- 
gatherer, who led from post to hi ish. Bloss, 
on tiie winner, qu*te outg* nerald the jockeys on 
Qlenmoyne ano Lord Zeni fc»r as the three 
named horses swung into the homestretch 
closely together New-gatherer was taken close 
to tlie inside rail, saving many lengths as the 
others went out for the path.
